MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  19?Ch 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  from  last  year’s  high  level,, 
but  it  is  still  higher  than  the  National  Rate.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  have  both  fallen,  and  our  Death  Rate  is  below 
the  National  Rate. 

In  the  list  of  Causes  of  Death  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Pneumonia  almost  doubled.  Nine  of  these  were  in  the  age 
group  65-74 » and  28  in  persons  aged  75  years  and  over.  This  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Pneumonia  has  been  noted  in  other  parts  of 
the  country  and  it  is  not  peculiar  to  this  rural  district. 

There  are  no  other  special  details  in  the  table  of  causes  of 
death  to  which  your  attention  should  be  drawn. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

1970  was  a Measles  year.  This  state  of  affairs  has  hitherto  occurred 
when  the  number  of  susceptable  children  in  the  population  rises  above 
a certain  level.  With  the  increasing  availability  of  Measles  vaccination 
the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  should,  in  the  future,  show  a substantial 
drop.  I have  personally  heard  most  encouraging  reports  from  mothers,  of 
the  very  effective  protection  given  by  Measles  vaccination,  to  their 
children  who  have  been  in  close  contact  with  other  children  suffering 
from  the  disease. 

On  page  12  you  will  see  that  51  teenage  girls  have  received 
vaccination  against  German  Measles.  The  risk  that  expectant  mothers  who 
suffer  from  an  attack  of  German  Measles  (Rubella)  during  pregnancy  may 
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have  a handicapped  baby  is  now  well  proven,  and  it  is  encouraging  that 
so  many  parents  are  giving  permission!  for  their  elder  girls  to  have 
vaccination  against  German  Measles, 

Pages  1 5 and  1 6 show  the  vast  amount  of  work  that  falls  on  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  v.  nnection  with  the  inspection  of  Meat  and 
Poultry,  This  is  a vital  factor  in  ensuring  that  the  meat  and  poultry 
reaching  the  public  is  free  from  disease  and  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  results  of  the  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  our  area  carried  out 
by  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council  are  very  satisfactory. 

Housing  Activities, 

The  number  of  private  houses  under  construction  is  slightly  less 
than  in  the  previous  year  but  the  Council  house  building  programme  shows 
a welcome  leap  forward. 

The  Department  continues  to  press  on  with  the  inspection  of  houses. 

Some  of  these  inspections  are  with  regard  to  the  application  for 
Improvement  Grants,  Others  may  need  repairs  to  be  carried  out,  and  with 
many  old  houses  it  is  a case  of  "a  stitch  In  time  saves  nine",  whilst 
others  have  regrettably  got  into  such  a state  of  disrepair  that  they 
cannot  be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost.  They  therefore  have  to  be  represented 
for  closure  or  demolition. 

Both  Housing  activities  and  Pood  inspection  take  up  a large 
proportion  of  the  Department’s  time,  but  they  are  some  of  the  most 
important  of  our  duties, 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  during  the  past  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr,  E,A,  Morgan,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  Meat  Inspectors  and 
Mrs,  A,  Squirrell,  All  are  members  of  the  Public  Health  team  and  all 
have  gone  about  their  business  during  1970  with  great  diligence, 
enthusiasm  and  competence.
